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Council Considers Legality of Tax Increase 


Tuesday night was meeting 
night for the Sierra Madre 
City Council. Again occupy¬ 
ing the council members’ at¬ 
tention was the subject of the 
city’s 1982 - 83 budget... an 
item not yet resolved but ever 
closer to finalization with 
each successive meeting. 

At a study session pre¬ 
ceding the Tuesday night 


meeting, City Administrator 
James McRea updated pre¬ 
viously estimated budgetary 
items. The newest proposals 
included nearly $500,000 to 
be transferred from various 
restricted funds and the 
Water Department to the 
general fund which, when 
added to general fund reve¬ 
nues, would match the pro¬ 


jected fiscal year expenditures 
of nearly $2Vi million. 

The reactions of the coun¬ 
cil members to these revised 
figures were not voiced at the 
study session. Neither was 
their reaction to a comment 
from Mayor Carlyle Griffin 
that a tax increase of about 
$9 per $1000 valuation could 
be approved for the Public 


Employees Retirement System. 

Mayor Griffin stated this 
tax increase could be im¬ 
plemented by the council as 
the result of an ordinance 
adopted nearly 30 years ago 
. . . Ordinance 1280 passed 
in 1954. 

The Mayor stated the pro¬ 
jected cost of PERS is 
about $225,000 . . . the ap¬ 


proximate sum that would be 
raised by the increase in the 
city property tax. 

Specific budgetary items 
approved by the council in¬ 
cluded repair of the muni¬ 
cipal swimming pool heater 
and the recreation center air 
conditioners and an increase 
of the water pumping charge 
to 19' per 100 cubic feet 


from the present iO* charge. 
The new late goes into ef¬ 
fect after March 15. 

In other matters the coun¬ 
cil continued until later dates 
discussion of the request of 
the city’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce for office space in 
City Hall and the request of 
Councilman Clem Bartolai 
for a change in the appeal 


process of actions by the 
city’s Planning Commission. 

Bartolai asked that Ordi¬ 
nance 998, adopted last 
month, be further amended 
to require that council mem¬ 
bers disclose their reasons 
for appealing a planning com¬ 
mission action in those in¬ 
stances where they do appeal 
in their capacity as a city 


council member. 

The recently-passed ordi¬ 
nance allows any two coun¬ 
cil members to appeal com¬ 
mission actions. 

Not only did Bartolai ask 
that appealing council mem¬ 
bers disclose their reasons for 
appealing, he asked that they 
also identify any contacts 
they may have had •

Sierra Madre Crime Prevention Board Is

Sanctity of the home and caring for your 
neighbors has always been the watchword of 
Sierra Madreans.

Chain letters 
are illegal 

Those who may be thinking of starting 
or participating In a chain letter promotion 
should remember two things: (1) they are 
illegal and (2) they don’t work. 

L. O. Poindexter, postal inspector In 
charge, Los Angeles, CA, reports the typical 
chain letter requires participants to send cash 
through the mail to at least one person listed 
on the chain letter, with Instructions to place 
the sender’s name on the bottom of the list. 

The letter will state that your name will 
eventually reach the top of the list, as others 
are crossed off, with large sums of money 
mailed to you as the chain letter progresses. 

“This is the basic misrepresentation made 
In chain letters,” Poindexter added, noting that 
It is mathematically impossible for these pro¬ 
motions to work. For example, a chain letter 
may require participants to mail letters con¬ 
taining money to six people, each of whom 
must mail six letters to others, and so on. 

Assuming that everyone participating as 
required, nearly 363 million names would be 
necessary at the 11th level of mailing (con- 
siderabley more than the United States popula¬ 
tion). 

According to Poindexter, investigations 
have shown that actual profits are realized 
only by those originating the scheme. Chain 
letters that solicit money violate postal lottery 
and mall fraud statutes and the maximum 
penalties for those convicted are five years in 
Jail and/or $1000 fine. 

Despite claims and alleged testimonies to 
the contrary, most people who participate in 
chain letter promotions become victims. Those 
receiving such letters are encouraged to 
forward them to the Postal Inspection Service 
through their local post office.

About 25 minutes later the three victims were 
able to free themselves and call the Sierra Madre 
Police Dept. who are now working on the case. 

Police Chief Bill Betts explains the difference 
between an armed robber and a burglar. “The 
armed robber (as in the case of the Cowells) ex¬ 
pects people to be at home and proceeds to take 
property with a weapon, force or fear. In this 
case the suspects tied up the victims. Burglary 
suspects avoid being seen. In a robbery the suspects 
aren’t concerned about being seen but often disguise 
themselves to avoid identification as the suspects 
did at the Cowell home. These suspects also wore 
gloves to avoid leaving fingerprints. Robberies are 
not as frequent as burglaries because of the nature 
of the crime — confronting the victim. It takes a 
more callous individual to face a victim, hence 
the risk to the victim is greater so punishment is 
greater.” 

Fortunately the frequency of robberies is very 
low in Sierra Madre and the arrest rate on rob¬ 
beries is very high, Betts concludes.

School Budget 
Draws Teacher’s Ire 

(Gary Griffiths sent the Sierra 
Madre News a copy of the 
following letter he mailed to 
each of the Pasadena School 
Board members as well as 
Superintendent of Schools 
Ramon Cortines. Ed.) 

As a father of four chil¬ 
dren who are currently enrolled 
iq the Pasadena Unified 
School District and as a tea¬ 
cher who has worked for the 
Pasadena schools for the past 
13 years, I find myself ex¬ 
tremely upset at the proposed 
udget currently submitted 


to you by our Superintendent, 
Ramon Cortines. 

All logic in the field of 
education points to the irre¬ 
versible harm done to chil¬ 
dren by increasing class sizes 
and by reducing the number 
of classes available in a school 
day. In an era in which our 
national leaders are demanding 
greater educational achieve¬ 
ment and a stronger push 
toward a technological so¬ 
ciety, we seem to be retreating. 

I am also aware of the fi¬ 
nancial problems facing our 
district. Whether our eco¬ 
nomic status is a result of 
Proposition 13, busing or 
fiscal irre.sponsibility is not 
really the issue. Therefore, 
pointing an accusing finger 
would be inappropriate. The 
real concern is whether
